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An early Siansese Buddha in bronae is now a part of the oriental collection 


of The Cleveland Museina of Art. Incrusted with blue and green tonea it stands 8-1/2 
inches high* 


When this sculpture was executed the art of southeast Asia was greatly 


influenced by the religious and coianiercial activities of Eastern India. The standing 
Buddha, with his hands in the teaching gesture, is an appealing figure whose widely 
spaced eyes, broad nose and rather thick lips attest to his origin in what is now

sticiulated by Indian emigrants, established the 


great Dvaravati IvLngdom there. During this period - before the coning of the Siamese 
peoples from the north « numerous Buddhist monuments were constructed. 

One of their beautiful products v?as this bronze, probably a private image, 
in the characteristic high style of the seventh and eighth centuries. 

The Buddha was purchased through the Norman 0. and Ella A. Stone Fund.
